THOUGHTS 


Face The Facts 


We hope it is possible for the committee of laymen 


which is studying the educational, economic and con- 


struction problems associated with the 6-3-3 and the 6-2-4 


systems, to come up with a long-range plan this fall — and 


that the School Committee 


will take whatever prompt 


action is required to implement the plan. 


Reports during the past few weeks indicate that con- 


struction may be necessary in both the junior and senior 


high schools; or alternately, that the high school must be 


expanded or a new structure built. 
Much of this work may have to be accomplished by 
1965 — only a few short years away when one considers 


the time it takes to prepare plans, appropriate funds and 


construct buildings. 


Taxpayers in the community may not like the prospects 
of paying for this additional space ; but they must face the 
facts, and be prepared to adopt reasonable plans. It looks 
as though we must do this sooner than many anticipated, 
perhaps by the time the new elementary school is com- 
pleted on Lovejoy rd. in September of 1962. 


No Director Yet? 


Several weeks have gone by, and we have yet to hear 


any further recommendations for a recreation director. 
The last time Town Manager Thomas E. Duff recom- 
mended a man, the Selectmen did not approve the appoint- 


ment, and Mr. Duff began looking again. 
There has been no noticeable action. 


And if there is nothing done on this policy level, then 


it follows that planning for the fall and winter program 


will be seriously hampered or made impossible. For it is 


impractical to expect an appointee to walk into town and 


produce a workable plan, without first having time to get 


acquainted, to become familiar with the community’s 


requirements. 


Some prompt action is needed here; not delay and dis- 


agreement.
